Mall Route to Nanaimo. 
The people of N;iiiaimo are a biuUy used 
community iiuieed. There i.s iki way to yet 
in or out uf the place e.\cepi by water. They 
have liveJ there ten years, but still they 
have no regular mail connecting them with 
the ouLsicle w.irkl. Taxes are paid by nil 
who own property in thai distriol, jet not u 
farthing i* spent dirsotly for Iheir beiielii 
except some one mity be bold enough to 
imagine that the ainecure miigislrateship i» 
a benefioinl institution. They have no road 
4nlo Ihe country behind the town ho that 
farmera can penetrate ii and occupy and 
tili the land. The GovernmiMit taiU i" ap- 
propriate money to the openjiit; up of a road; 
and tliey even do worse — mher districts 
around Victoria have to pay road ta.ves or 
do frtaiule lal.ur; but Nanaimo is untindy 
exempt. It has no ruad commissioners, iiu 
road overseers, no work done on the roads. 
By what rule sovernmeiit allows year by 
year to aiip by without calling on settlers 
to do their pail towarda making roads, wo 
cannot discover. iNeither do we see what 
use a member for such a district can be, it 
its Bubslantial interests be not attended to. 
Situated in the center of itio linest coal helds 
in the colony, with a back country well 
aduplflJ to grazing and tlie ;;rowlh ol ajjri- 
cuhural produce, it ought to he a primary 
object of the uoveruineiit to make mining 
and agriculture iiiuiually advantugcouu tu 
each otner. The mining popmauon niigiu 
to exchange their mi'iicy lor the produce ot 
the neighboring larmer, and so eacti ela^s 
prove a help to each olher. The ptesence 
of three hundred or four hundred people 
ou-'ht to have stimulnted the setUeraent of 
the rural district lou^ ago. The produce 
such a body ol people consume is a very 
coDsiderablo item; yet the cost uf tliat 
item is raatenally eniianccd tliruu^li 
having to itiiporl it from abroad. It 
government had long ago offered the en- 
couragement to seltljinent there mat it ought 
tohaveatforded.liie c<iniitry near town rt-,iuld 
by tliis tiino liave lieoii rich and pru.-pcion.- 
instead of being now a wa.-le. I'.ven the 
coal company has bi-m Idiml to the .iieans 
of enhancint; the value ol its estate. 1 ne 
oi.al miners must be regarded lit tins cu"- 
iry asthrdiv inanulaciurer.-* ; and every one 
wh.p knows'ainltiingof inaiiufactur.iig towns 
knows lliat on'ipeily 111 and aiuund Ineiii in- 
creases ma greater latio man alMio.-l aiiw 
whero else,— ag'iculturo pr..»pera in prupoi- 
tioti to the growth ot manuiaciure*. hueh 
is a well eMablished law.
